Summer Swim Party - July 24 


There are two ways to reach the Kleck- 
nersville Hotel. It is the main turning 
point on the route to the picnic. Both ways 
to reach it are listed below. 


Using Rt. 512 


From Rt. 22, take Rt. 512 north to Bath. 
From Bath, take Rt. 987 north to Kleckners- 
Ville. At the Klecknersville Hotel turn 
right toward Point Phillip (see From Kleck- 
nersville Hotel below). 


Using Rt. 987 


From Rt. 22, take Rt. 987 north to the 
stop light at the intersection near the Old 
World Inn. Go straight at the Stop light 
until you reach the next stop sign. From 
there you will turn left, go a short distance 
and then turn left onto the road which has 
the "To Klecknersville" sign. Continue on 
this road until you reach the next stop sign. 
From there you must turn left again and drive 
until you reach the Klecknersville Hotel (see 
below). 


From Klecknersville Hotel 


At the Klecknersville Hotel (it's not 
marked that well, but it's on the right), 
turn right toward Point Phillip. Just past 
the Point Phillip Hotel (on your left), the 
road veers to the right. Follow it until you 
see a flourscent green sign which says "Ed's 
Picnic". Turn right onto the gravel road with 
the "Dead End Street" sign on it. Follow this 
road around its "U" to the last house on the 
left. There you are.

Huff's Church Road, 
travel 0.6 miles on 
. Baldy Hill Road. 
Look for a set of 6 
mailboxes. Turn 
right onto first 
gravel lane. Follow 
to end. If lost,
